HOLIDAYMAKERS are 
suing a company after 
being hit by a stomach 
bug during their dream 
stay in Turkey 

A family from Haverhill 
are one party of a massive 
law suit against First 
Choice Holidays. 

Their writ against the comp¬ 
any is the second time a multi¬ 
million pound law action has 
been brought against the travel 
firm. In the latest one, issued by 
top solicitors, Manchester- 
based Pannone LLP, it is being 
sued by 659 individuals who 
claim to have suffered severe 
stomach disorders after taking 
First Choice holidays at the 
Holiday Village Hotel in 
Sarigerme, Turkey, almost two 
years ago. 

The hundreds of holiday 
makers complain their all in¬ 
clusive holidays left them with 
food poisoning. 

They include Peter Smith, 34, 
Corral Smith, 13, and Hollie

Rouse, 25, of Pipers Close, Hav¬ 
erhill. 

The writ says many of them 
developed gastro-enteritis, 
including salmonella, C difficile, 
and other infections and claims 
this was the result of them being 
given uncooked chicken and 
undercooked turkey, and being 
allowed to swim in pools con¬ 
taminated with human faeces. 

Staff are accused of serving 
food lukewarm, failing to refrig¬ 
erate or freeze food, failing to 
keep the water supply reason¬ 
ably safe, failing to store food at 
the correct temperature, and 
refilling water dispenser bottles 
from half empty bottles left by 
guests. 

Mr Smith, a factory worker, 
said he had paid just over £2,000 
for the two-week holiday. 

He said: “We had not had a 
holiday for two years as we had 
been saving up for this one, 
which turned out to be a comp¬ 
lete disaster. 


“We noticed as soon as we got 
there that food was not covered 
up and had flies on it. 

“Luckily, Hollie was not too 
bad, probably because she 
mostly only ate the chips. I was 
ill for a good five days of the 
holiday and still had diarrhoea 
when I got back and had to have 
four days off work. 

“Coral came out with a scabby 
face, which the doctor said 
could be from them reusing 
disposable cups. We noticed 
straight away the smell of 
sewage around the pool and we 
could see stuff floating round in 
there.” 

He added: “It was a holiday 
from hell.” 

The writ, issued at London’s 
High Court, claims staff at the 
hotel left the buffet salad bar 
uncovered, allowing flies to land 
on it, reused disposable cups, 
mixed fresh food with food 
which had been standing some 
time, and handled raw and 
cooked meats without washing 
their hands.

Car danger in 
‘closed’ road

A PEDESTRIAN says he 
narrowly escaped being 
knocked down by a speed¬ 
ing car - while walking in a 
street which was supposed 
to be closed to traffic. 

Dennis Backler, 66, said the 
sports car came speeding up 
behind him without warning when 
he was walking along the middle of 
Queen Street at around 11.30am on 
Good Friday. 

On Easter Monday he was 
walking in Queen Street again, this 
time on the pavement, at around 
the same time, and said he saw a 
young child only just avoid a 
collision when five cars came 
speeding along the road. 

Queen Street is closed to traffic 
from 10am to 4pm and normally 
barriers are put up in the morning 
and taken down again at night to 
prevent traffic entering. Mr Backler 
believes that the failure to put up

barriers on bank holidays is 
creating a dangerous ‘free for all’. 

He said: “If I had not suddenly 
turned round due to other ped¬ 
estrians screaming, I have no 
doubt I would have been hit by this 
vehicle, likewise other pedestrians. 

“On Easter Monday I again 
walked along Queen Street, but this 
time I used the sidewalk, fust as 
well because I suddenly en¬ 
countered cars speeding down the 
street, not one I may add, but five, 
that is one car every minute. 

“A post office clerk who was 
nearby suddenly grabbed his 


child’s hand to stop him having a 
collision with one of those cars. 

“The usual practice is that road 
signs stating ‘road closed’ are put 
up at ground level. However, on 
these two days this procedure was 
not carried out. My conclusion is 
that motorists and pedestrians do 
not read traffic signs, therefore they 
unknowingly either obey or break 
the traffic regulations. For my part 
the only safe area is the sidewalk 
which I will now use at all times.” 

Last November, Mr Backler 
objected to plans to open up 
Quakers Lane, close to his home in 
Quaker Garden, to more traffic, so 
that the market could be moved 
into the High Street and the top 
part closed to traffic. Mr Backler felt 
this would put pedestrians at risk 
and create a dangerous ‘rat run’. 

A council spokesperson said: 
“Barriers have not been put up on 
bank holidays in the past, (and they 
are not in use on Sundays). But as 
this problem has been brought to 
our attention we will investigate 
whether the barriers should be in 
place.”

A MUM-TO-BE says she is 
facing eviction from her 
home because of delays in 
securing benefit payments. 

Louise Terry, 24, who is seven- 
months pregnant with her first 
child, lives with partner Sean 
Brown in Gannet Close, Haverhill, 
but has been told that her 
landlord wants them out because 
of rent arrears. 

Mr Brown became unemployed 
in January and in February 
applied for benefits to help pay 
the rent. 

But the couple say they are yet 
to received any financial assist¬ 
ance and have now been served 
with an eviction notice. 

They are “still sitting tight in the 
house” but Louise - who has had 
a difficult pregnancy and is now 
thought to be suffering from pre¬ 
eclampsia - is becoming stressed 
and anxious that bailiffs could 
arrive at any time. 

She said: “If we move out, they 
won’t help us at all. A staff mem¬ 
ber at the benefits office advised 
us to squat when the bailiffs 
come. 

“They told us we have to put 
ourselves and our unborn child in 
danger before they can do 
anything. 

“It is really upsetting, you are 
supposed to be glowing when you 
are pregnant, but I don’t really feel 
like it.” 

Landlord Martin Golding says 
he is in “a Catch 22 situation” - if 
he evicts the couple the council 
will not house them, but unless 
he receives some rent he could 
default on mortgage and loan 
payments and lose the house 
himself. 

Mr Golding said he was owed 
£1,650 in rent but as Mr Brown

was a friend, he had allowed the 
couple to rent the house at a loss 
of £550 a month as he was paying 
£700 a month in mortgage and 
bank loan charges. 

He said: “I need the rent. 

“I just don’t really know what to 
do. I did serve them with notice of 
eviction proceedings but I have 
not taken it any further. 

“I cannot carry on with no rent, 
or I will be forced to sell the 
property and they will have to go.” 

A spokesman for St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council said: 
“There was some initial delay on 
the tenant’s part - returning the 
claim form and because more 


information was needed - before 
the claim could be processed but 
the housing benefit was then 
backdated to the first Monday 
after the claimant’s initial app¬ 
lication. 

“Now that we are aware they 
are in arrears we will organise for 
future payments to go direct to 
the landlord. 

“The claimants do not qualify 
for full housing benefit so they 
will need to make some contrib¬ 
ution to the rent themselves to 
prevent falling into arrears. 

“The benefit was paid within 14 
days of receiving all the inform¬ 
ation - which is our target.”

The holidaymakers accuse First Choice of 
failing to inspect hygiene standards at the 
hotel. 

The company is also said to have failed to 
tell guests leaving after April 2008 of an 
outbreak of gastric illness, and to give them 
the chance of cancelling their holiday for a 
refund. 

First Choice has admitted liability for its 
suppliers’ negligence, the writ says. However, 
the two sides are thought unable to agree 
how much compensation the holiday¬ 
makers should receive. 

The holidaymakers had stayed at the hotel 
between April and October 2008 and the writ 
says many fell ill with gastro enteritis, 
vomiting, diarrhoea and stomach cramps. 

An audit by First Choice in September 
2008 is said to have noted minor dirt under 
shelves in dry stores, failure to cover food in 
freezers, failure to keep chicken and mince 
cold enough, and the placing of crates 
directly on the floor,

County tells Alzheimer’s 0AP to pay up 


A COUPLE have asked 
the Health Ombudsman 
to intervene in a cont¬ 
inuing row about funding 
for the care of a 90-year- 
old woman suffering 
from Alzheimer’s. 

Daphne Humphrey 
was diagnosed with Alz¬ 
heimer’s and dementia in 
August 2007 and has 
since been cared for at 
the Catchpole Court resi¬ 
dential home in Sudbury. 

Her daughter Carole 
and son-in-law, Glyn 
Northrop, ofWithersfield 
Road, Haverhill, have 
been embroiled in a 
long-running battle with 
Suffolk County Council 
over the crippling cost of 
her care. 

They have been push¬ 
ing for action to be taken 
by the local health auth¬ 
ority against West Suffolk

Hospital, where they say 
Mrs Humphrey contract¬ 
ed c-difficile, which left 
her incontinent. 

They recently received 
a ‘final reminder’ invoice 
from the county council 
for £1,140, which threat¬ 
ened legal action if the 
debt was not paid within 
seven days. 

Mr Northrop wrote 
back expressing his con¬ 
cern about “‘the whole 


debacle of our sick moth¬ 
er”, noting that he had 
written letters to the 
council in 2008 and 2009 
without a reply, until the 
final demand arrived. 

In the letter, also sent 
to the Ombudsman, he 
wrote: “Why have my 
efforts to get a response 
from you not been taken 
seriously until now? Legal 
action against a lady with 
Alzheimer’s disease who 
will be 91 next birthday? 

“She is now in West 
Suffolk Hospital again as 
a result of a collapse due 
to one of many mini 
strokes. She is on oxygen 
and anti-blood clotting 
insulin to help her sur¬ 
vival due to her inability 
to move and seriously 
low blood pressure. 

“Mrs Humphrey has 
had massive demands on 


her resources and is 
being pushed into un¬ 
acceptable stress and 
financial catastrophe.” 

A spokesman for Suff¬ 
olk County Council said 
he could not comment 
on individual cases, but 
said: “Everybody who 
requires care, either in 
their own home or a resi¬ 
dential home, is asked to 
provide information 
about their income 
annually in order to work 
out how much they 
should pay towards the 
cost of their care. 

“Some people will pay 
nothing or make a small 
contribution irrespective 
of how much care they 
might need, while others 
with resources above a 
certain limit will be 
required to pay the full 
cost.”

Pupils badly 
let down 

sir, I am pleased to read that the 
upper schools are now making 
such good progress. 

Haverhill has, however, missed out 
on an excellent opportunity to 
unite the town with one upper 
school and one sixth form college. 
Combining resources in this way 
would allow the 14-19 curriculum 
to be fully implemented, giving our 
young people the opportunity to 
study within the town, at an age 
when they are mature enough to 
cope with large numbers, rather 
than having to travel out of the 
town to sixth form colleges which 
can offer the complete range of 
subjects. 

My children’s middle school has 
always maintained rigorous 
academic standards, had very good 
Ofsted reports and has got on with 
the job of providing excellent 
education and pastoral care for the 
students. The size of the school is 
the optimum level for children’s 
wellbeing, as recommended by 
education experts, including the 
government’s own advisors. It is 
being closed down. 

The current reorganisation 
(implemented by the Conservative 
county council) is supposedly 
intended to improve education for 
all children. Those who are caught 
up in it now, however, have been 
badly let down. 

The county promised that students 
would not be working in temporary 
classrooms: the primary schools 
are already a mass of temporary 
classrooms (and yet more are 
planned, see the local papers, April 
1) and disruptive building sites. 

The county promised that the 
transition would be smooth: 
students are now being taught and 
managed by an ever-increasing 
number of supply teachers and 
cover supervisors, as their 
experienced and specialist staff go 
out to visit prospective schools, 
attend numerous interviews or 
leave for other areas, before they 
are made redundant. 

The rate at which the county is 
spending money on a scheme 
which, even on their own, 
contested, figures, may bring a tiny 
improvement in GCSE results, 
leaves me seriously concerned 
about what dramatic cutbacks will 
be required in the near future. 

What other promises regarding our 
young people’s education will be 
broken?

Inquest opens on prisoner 


AN inquest has opened into the 
death of a prisoner who was 
found hanged in his cell at 
Highpoint Prison, Stradishall, 
almost three years ago. 

Repon Iqbal Khan, 36, was discovered 
on May 30, 2007, in his cell, hanged by a 
shoelace around his neck which was tied 
around the ceiling strip light. 

The inquest opened at the Athenaeum 
in Bury St Edmunds on Tuesday, when a

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jury was sworn in, and is expected to 
continue until April 30. 

A report read at the inquest said prison 
officers Gemma Brighton and Robert 
fones had been making morning cell 
checks when officer Brighton discovered 
Khan. 

She shouted for assistance and tried to 
hold his weight up until help arrived. His 


body was cold and rigid, with the head 
hanging forward. 

Officer fones arrived and breath was 
heard to exhale from his body as they 
lifted him. The shoelace was cut and the 
body lowered to the ground. 

They called for medical assistance, but 
there was no sign of life and another 
officer began chest compressions. 

Attempts were continued to try to 
resuscitate Khan, but officers could not 
get a mask onto his face. 

The hearing continues.

Legend pays 
to Hollywood 


TWO things immediately surprise me about 
Debbie Reynolds. The first is when she picks up 
the phone at her Beverley Hills home and says 
“Hello Paul, thank you for calling”, before I’ve 
even introduced myself. The second is when 
she launches into an apology for something - a 
mix-up over interview slots - that wasn’t her 
fault. 

For any journalist familiar with the bruising PR machine 
of today’s movie industry, this throwback to a gentler, more 
courteous Hollywood age is disarming. But then, 

Hollywood did everything differently in Debbie’s day. 

“I was lucky to live in the golden age of Hollywood,” 

says the 78-year-old. 
“We had great studios 
behind us and we had 
people producing a 
variety of great films 
for us; we had 
gangster films, 
westerns, comedies 
... they weren’t all 
just science fiction and 
shoot ’em ups. We 
had more romantic 
films - more beautiful 
films.” 

The Debbie 
Reynolds Story would 
have made quite a 
picture in itself, back in 
those days. Born Mary 
Frances Reynolds in El 
Paso, Texas, in 1932, 
she endured hard 
times after father 


As she brings her variety show to 
Cambridge, the Hollywood legend Debbie 
Reynolds tells Paul Kirkley about the 
highlights and lowlights of 60 years in 
showbusiness. 

Raymond, a carpenter, lost his job and the family home 
at the height of the Great Depression. Having found work 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad, Raymond moved the 
family to California, where 16-year-old ‘Frannie’ entered the 
Miss Burbank beauty pageant, wowing the judges by lip- 
synching to Betty Hutton’s I’m A Square in the Social 
Circle. This being California, two of the judges happened to 
be talent scouts for Warner Brothers and MGM. A coin was 
tossed in order to decide who would be the first to screen 
test the new Miss Burbank; the Warner’s scout won, and 
Frannie signed a $65-a-week contract with the studio, 
where Jack Warner changed her first name to Debbie. 

Debbie Reynolds made her screen debut as a teenage 
extra in June Bride (1948). Further supporting roles 
followed but, when the studio decided she was too young 
to be properly developed, MGM stepped in and signed her 
to its standard seven-year, $300-a-week contract. 
“Everything happened like a story - like a fairytale,” recalls 
Debbie. “And then I fell into this fast lane of showbusiness. I 
was only 16; I knew nothing about showbusiness - nothing 
about acting and nothing about dancing or singing. To go 
from nothing to something glamorous and fabulous, I had 
to immediately study very hard.” 

The adventure intensified in 1951 when studio head 
Louis B Meyer instructed director Stanley Donen to cast 
Debbie as the female lead in a new musical, Singin’ In The 
Rain, alongside Gene Kelly and Donald O’Connor. Half a 
century later, the film stands as one of the most successful, 
best-loved movies of all time.

“Gene Kelly says he insisted on having me, but I don’t 
believe that story,” says Debbie. “I remember Mr Meyer 
pushing me. He was the man who put me in Singin’In The 
Rain. But Mr Kelly taught me. He taught me everything - 
how to act, how to dance, how to turn and face the 
camera, how to smile for the camera. He was quite a 
disciplinarian but he was a great teacher and I’m still 
around because of him.” 

By the mid-1950s, Debbie was one of Hollywood’s 
most bankable stars. Her romance with pop idol Eddie 
Fisher captured the imagination of the world; the Brangelina 
of their day, the couple married in 1955 and, the following 
year, Debbie gave birth to a daughter, Carrie, followed in 
1958 by a son, Todd. 

Shortly afterwards, Eddie Fisher’s best friend, Mike 
Todd, was killed in a plane crash. The singer spent a lot of 
time comforting Todd’s widow, Elizabeth Taylor, and the 
couple’s subsequent love affair became one of the biggest 
showbiz scandals of the age. 

Thus 1959 proved a year of extraordinary personal and 
professional contrasts for Debbie: she was ranked fifth 
among the world’s top box office stars, yet had to suffer 
losing her husband to “the most beautiful woman in the 
world”. How would she describe her life at that time? 
“Turbulent!” she laughs. 

While the 60s saw her moving into television, she 
continued her film career with the likes of historical epic 
How The West Was Won and then, in 1964, she received 
an Oscar nomination for her title role in The Unsinkable 
Molly Brown, a musical biopic of the American socialite 
and Titanic survivor. 

As the 60s turned into the 70s, Debbie could see 
Hollywood’s golden age slipping away, and hit upon a plan 
to try to preserve a piece of it, purchasing thousands of 
items from an MGM auction with a view to building The 
Hollywood Motion Picture Museum. But disaster struck 
when her second husband, shoe store millionaire Harry

Karl, was forced to file for insolvency. 

“When my husband went bankrupt and lost everything, 
in California it’s community property so they fined me $10 
million and it took me 10 years to pay off that debt,” says 
Debbie, matter-of-factly. “So I’ve had to work constantly to 
survive and rebuild my own financial situation.” 

That bankruptcy has come to define Debbie’s life, to a 
greater or lesser extent, ever since. As well as appearing in 
films, on television and on Broadway, she has spent many 
years tirelessly performing her one-woman variety show at 
venues across the States. 

“In America, I travel 42 weeks of the year,” she says. 
“I’ve been on stage 62 years: movies first and then 
nightclubs and theatre.” And now, for the first time in 
almost four decades, Debbie is bringing her latest show, 
Alive and Fabulous, to the UK, including a date at 
Cambridge Corn Exchange later this month.

Oscar nominated for her role as 
a pregnant 16-year-old in the 
raucous comedy Juno, the 23- 
year-old Canadian actress has 
forged a career playing 
dysfunctional and pithy 
teenagers. 

There are more growing pains in 
Whip It, the auspicious 
directorial debut of Drew 
Barrymore based on the novel 
Derby Girl by Shauna Cross. 

Set in the cut-throat world of 
women’s roller derby, this 
entertaining tale of female 
empowerment puts a traditional 
coming-of-age story on four 
wheels and celebrates the 
sisterly solidarity within a low- 
ranked team as its feisty 
members body-check their way 
up the league. 

Novelist Cross lovingly adapts 
her book for the screen and 
retains all the humour and the 
pathos, keeping the tone 
relatively light to hold the interest 
of teenage audiences who will 
appreciate the heroine’s struggle 


for independence - and the hip 
soundtrack laden with Kaiser 
Chiefs, MGMT, The Breeders, 
Peaches and The Raveonettes. 
Hormonally-charged teenager, 
Bliss Cavendar (Page), is at the 
mercy of her beauty-pageant 
obsessed mum, Brooke (Gay 
Harden). 

Ungainly and unfeminine, Bliss 
loves indie music and stands 
little chance of winning the Miss 
Blue Bonnet Pageant, which 
Brooke is convinced will be her 
daughter’s ticket to fame and 
fortune. 

Bliss sees a flyer for roller derby 
trials and secretly attends the 


tryout in Austin for league 
underdogs, the Hurl Scouts. 
Maggie Mayhem (Wiig) and 
Smashley Simpson (Barrymore) 
take Bliss under their wing and 
the teen discovers her calling as 
her alter ego, Babe Ruthless. 
The introduction of the new 
member to the Hurl Scouts 
catalyses a dramatic change in 
fortunes, setting up the 
inevitable championship 
showdown with Iron Maven 
(Lewis) and her posse. 
Meanwhile, Bliss drifts apart 
from best friend Pash (Shawkat) 
and embarks on a romance with 
musician Oliver (Pigg). 
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Shortcuts to propagating 
perfect plants and flowers 


B BC Gardeners'World 
regular Carol Klein 
has been busy taking 
basal cuttings to increase 
her collection of 
perennials, including 
delphiniums, lupins and 
phlox. 

She points out that the beauty 
about basal cuttings is that plants 
can be cloned exactly in this way, 
to give a new plant the exact 
characteristics of its parent, 
whereas if they are grown from 
seed they often lose the special 
traits for which they are valued, 
reverting to the straight species. 

Carol says: “Taking basal 
cuttings is incredibly easy. You 
can take them from plants which 
are really difficult to divide or are 
grown from seed. The best time 
to take basal cuttings is from the 
new growth in spring.” 

Carol hopes her new book 
about propagation, Grow Your 
Own Garden, will encourage 
gardeners who have up to now 
been either too scared or too 
busy to have a go. 

She adds: “It’s hugely satisfying. 
The very first time you get a 
cutting to root and then you grow 
it into a big plant, the feeling is 
like nothing else.

“You can collect seeds from 
many plants which will become 
reasonably true, but if you take 
basal cuttings it means you get 
an exact replica of the parent.” 

She has taken basal cuttings 
from many hardy plants as well 
as dahlia - once the plants have 
started growing in spring. 

“Pot them up, water them well 
and keep them in a warm place 
like a greenhouse or warm 
windowsill, which must be bright 
or the shoots will become long 
and stringy. 

“When the dahlias have made 
three or four inches of growth, 
take a sharp knife like a veg knife 
and push it in between the strong 
shoot and the crown of the plant, 
cutting without damaging the 
tuber.” 

An older plant should give you 
a handful of strong cuttings 


which you should then re-pot, 
preferably in a clay pot. 

“I always put my dahlia 
cuttings into clay pots because I 
find they root much more easily 
because clay’s a natural material, 
the pots are porous and that 
earthiness seems to encourage 
roots to form.” 

Evenly space about five 
cuttings around the edge of a 
15cm (5in) pot filled with gritty 
compost. Carol uses chopsticks 
to make the hole in the compost 
to house the cuttings. Plant them 
in so there’s around an inch of 
cutting below the surface, then 
water them well with a fine rose 
on your watering can. 

“Drench the compost so it will 
settle the compost and cuttings 
down, make sure there are no air 
pockets and put them in as warm 
a place as you have,” she 
explains. 

Some people make little tents 
for the cuttings out of clear 
plastic bags, but Carol says if you 
save a tall punnet from the 
supermarket you can make a 
mini greenhouse out of that or 
use a shower cap to cover them to 
create an environment to retain 
moisture. Just make sure the 
cover is not in contact with the 
foliage or it may rot. Heated 
propagators will probably take a 


couple of weeks off the rooting 
time. 

“Make sure the foliage doesn’t 
dry out, so spray it with a fine 
mist from time to time. It will 
take about a month for the 
cuttings to root without any 
bottom heat.” 

When roots appear from the 
hole in the bottom of the pot, re¬ 
pot each cutting, knocking them 
out of the pot carefully and re¬ 
potting each one into their own 
pot. 

She says: “You can plant the 
cuttings later on in the summer 
or carry on growing them on in 
pots and they’ll make decent¬ 
sized tubers and when they die 
down in the autumn, you’ll have 
a good amount of tuber under 
the soil. 

“If you put the young plants 
into the garden, be sure to lift 
them before it gets frosty. They 
might flower the first year but I’d 
take the flowers off because you 
want the strength to be directed 
to the tuber under the ground. 

“Propagating is enormously 
exciting, hugely rewarding and 
each time you do it you re-affirm 
the primacy of the earth and the 
plants that grow in it.”
